Un- 
less our leglslnt^ffs face the Issue 
and ceasa trylns lo please t>oth weta 
and the drys. law enforcement asen- 
cles wUI tllU have a duU tool with , 
which to operate. 

"Under the present liquor law. tho 
state of Idaho hns placed Itself In 
the position of being a partner In 



crime with e\-cry boallentr and 
Illegal club operator," Chief Oll^ 
lette declared. 

•The Illegal liquor Intertits "iBir 
the drys have formed an "unholy 
alliance' In an effort to defeat any 
change In our prticnt liquor law. 
Under the pre.ient Uw. the Illegal 
club operator has become wealthy 
as a reward from the slate for belnj 
■ law violator. 

'I know that Uw enforcement of- 
flceri OTcr thU state ask that our 
legislature either repeal the Joker 
In our present liquor Uw or legallte 
liquor by the drink lo retallere who 
would be bonded and Ucenud and 
under rigid regulations and wntrol. 

'The fact still remains thst the 
law of our land U the will of the 
majority of our citlwns reflected 
through the Juries In our court sys' 
tem." Chief Ollletle concluded.
